A TEENAGE sprinter is delighted at her 
success after winning gold in the World 
Youth Athletics Championships. 

Desiree Henry, 15, a member of Enfield And 
Haringey Athletic Club, stunned favourite Sher- 
icka Jackson of Jamaica to beat the world’s best 
200-metre athletes in Lille in France. 

And, having set two personal bests on her way 
to the title, Desiree - who has recently taken her 
GCSEs - was thrilled by her achievements. 

“I am so happy to be a champion,” she said. “I 
have the heart for it and the correct mindset - I 
wanted this so bad. 

“I was not totally surprised by my performance 
as I knew I could do personal bests in the earlier 
rounds and, once in the final, the quality of the 
field was always going to bring fast times. 

“Not only did I get this amazing experience, 
but I also left as a world champion. 

“I may be less experienced than others as an 
athlete, but this showed me that once you are on 
the start line it’s anybody’s game.” 

Desiree joined Enfield And Haringey Athletic 
Club when she was ten, and has enjoyed consid¬ 
erable success on the domestic scene since then. 

But her progress has accelerated in the past 12 
months since she joined forces with renowned 
sprint coach Mike McFarlane at Lee Valley Ath¬ 
letics Centre where she is training partner of 


world junior 100m champion Jodie Williams. 
The scale of her progress was clear to see in Lille 
as she set a new personal best of 23.38seconds in 
winning her semi-final, and then in the final 
clocked an impressive 23.25secs to claim gold. 

Henry, who was the youngest member of 
the British team in France, added: “Since I 
joined Mike I have progressed in a way I 
didn’t think possible, and in such a short period 
of time. I do really want to thank him for all he 
did for me -1 am so grateful.” 

The sprinter was accompanied in Lille by John 
Denford, who has coached her since she joined 
Enfield And Haringey and still works with her as 
part of McFarlane’s training group. He revealed 
that he was not surprised by her success. 

“I’ve been coaching girls for a long time, but 
she was completely different,” he said. “She’s got 
that magic touch. I said from the start that she 
would be a world star, and now she’s done it. 

“We were confident that she would get a 
medal, but I thought that the Jamaican would be 
hard to beat, so for her to come first in that quick 
a time was fantastic. 

“She’s a natural racer and she’s never liked los¬ 
ing. She’s had to race against people a lot older 
than her this year, and it’s never fazed her.” 

Mr Denford added: “The next big target 
is the World Junior Championships in Barcelona 
next year, with the ultimate goal to secure a place 
in the 2016 Olympics.”

Police take action to 
disperse youth gangs

HARINGEY POLICE have introduced a 
dispersal order in a bid to combat anti¬ 
social behaviour by groups of youths. 

The order covers parts of Bounds 
Green and Woodside wards. It dictates 
that if anyone who has been told to leave 
the area returns within 24 hours they can 
be arrested. The offence will be punish¬ 
able by three months’ imprisonment or a 
maximum fine of £2,500. 

The police action follows community 
concern about cannabis use and threaten¬ 
ing behaviour by large groups of youths. 
The youngsters involved are not believed 
to be pupils at the local schools and col¬ 
leges, but are thought to have possible

A BUSY corner of Haringey was littered with 
hay bales earlier this month as part of a drive 
to encourage residents to walk more. 

DIY Turnpike Lane is a neighbourhood¬ 
wide street design project to reshape the resi¬ 
dential space to the south east of the Turnpike 
Lane Tube station to create a more social, 
safer and less traffic-dominated place. The 
project is part of an initiative between 
Haringey Council and the charity Sustrans to 
help naturally restrict car use and encourage 
more walking, cycling and social activities. 

The corner of Waldeck Road and Stanmore 
Road became a social community space as the 
designs were mapped out with straw bales so 
they could be tested out. 

A great time was had, especially by the chil¬ 
dren, with some street art, games and lots of 


cake to eat. Green London mayor candidate 
Jenny Jones visited on the day and was 
impressed with what the community were try¬ 
ing to achieve. 

For the past year residents have been spear¬ 
heading the new designs by highlighting prob¬ 
lems such as high vehicle speeds, poor 
north-south pedestrian links, lack of commu¬ 
nity outdoor space and anti-social behaviour. 
The designs use creative new ways to tackle 
these issues which include features Wishbone 
and Knuckle. 

Sustrans project officer, Ban Addy said: 
“The new shape gives the junction more 
priority to pedestrians and cyclists, and along 
with trees and greenery it will become a 
better public place where neighbours can meet 
and play.”

UK CYPRIOTS and BRITISH 
PARLIAMENTARIANS RALLY 
IN SUPPORT OF CYPRUS 


British Cypriots, supporters and politicians from across the UK’s political spectrum, battled torrential rain in great numbers on Sunday 17th July in a show 
of solidarity against Turkey’s intransigence over efforts to end Turkey’s 37-year illegal military occupation of the northern part of Cyprus. 

A demonstration outside the Turkish Embassy included the handing of a petition by Peter Droussiotis, President of the National Federation of Cypriots in the 
UK calling on Turkey to end its military occupation of the island’s northern part. 

This was followed by a march through the heart of London to Trafalgar Square for the main Rally. En route, a wreath spelling out CYPRUS, was laid at the 
Cenotaph in Whitehall. 

A petition was also delivered to 10 Downing Street, in which the President of the Federation, Peter Droussiotis, called upon Prime Minister David Cameron 
“to use your personal and the Government’s leverage and influence to exert the requisite pressure on Turkey to withdraw its occupying troops and to play an 
active and positive role in current efforts to reunite Cyprus for the benefit of all Cypriots”. 

At Trafalgar Square, Peter Droussiotis added “We call upon David Cameron to use his authority as Prime Minister to prevent the Cyprus problem from being 
relegated to the sidelines, from being constantly downgraded by the establishment of the British Foreign Office”. 

The main speaker from Cyprus was the Government Spokesman, Stephanos Stephanou, who reiterated the Cypriot Government’s determination to achieve an 
agreed solution which “will terminate the occupation (of Cyprus by Turkey), reunify our land and restore the human rights and fundamental freedoms of the 
whole of the people (of Cyprus). 

Among those demonstrating their solidarity at the Rally were MPs Theresa Villiers, Minister of Transport, Sir Alan Meale, Matthew Offord, Jim Sheridan; 
MEP Charles Tannock; Cypriot MEP Antigoni Papadopoulou; former MPs and Cyprus campaign veterans Tom Cox, Andrew Dismore, Ian Twinn: GLA

WE’VE been into this quirky comer 
of Highgate on the busy Archway 
Road many times before... and it 
now looks like we will be going many 
times in future. 

Comprising a vibrant, arty enclave 
it boasts Jacksons Lane arts centre, 
the musical Boogaloo pub and now 
the triangle is completed with the 
divine Laos Cafe which boasts some 
excellent Asian food and some 
super, cake.
